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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 

Total General Revenue for the month of April compared to this time last year in- 
creased at 10.21%. This increase, however, represents a persistent decline in the rate of 
growth that we have seen in general revenue since November of 1979. It is interesting 
to note that the increase in general revenue of approximately $8 million was supported by 
what appears to be a more timely payment of county foreign insurance fees. The approxi- 
mately $36 million received in county foreign insurance fees represents an increase in pay- 
ment over last year of more than $11 million. Without this supporting revenue next 
month, we are extremely concerned that our general revenue receipts for the month of 
May, one of Missouri’s better tax months, may represent an extremely flat payment 
period compared to May of 1979. In looking at the components of the general revenue 
figure, there was a modest increase in individual income tax receipts for April 1980, com- 
pared to April, 1979, an increase of only $1,844,084. Corporate receipts were off $628,085 
reflective both of a decline in actual business receipts and more importantly, a reflection 
of business optimism in Missouri or a lack thereof. 

Further evidence of a serious economic slump, Missouri’s sales and use tax receipts, ex- 
cluding automobile sales tax receipts, were significantly down, down by over $3,340,000. 
The decline in auto sales nation wide and in Missouri were reflected by a decline in sales 
tax receipts on automobiles, a decline of over $1,750,000 compared to April of last year. 
However, because of the transfer of '% of the sales tax proceeds to the Department of High- 
ways and Transportation, a transfer mandated by a recent amendment to Missouri’s Con- 
stitution, the total sales tax component of general revenue suffered a decline compared to 
April of last year of approximately $7,607,587. 

Because of Missouri’s diversified economy, our unemployment figures generally remain 
lower than the national average. However, for the last reporting period, our unemploy- 
ment figures while “‘stable” did not appear to be strong. In light of the level of receipts re- 
ceived from individuals and corporations in payment of income taxes, the unemployment 
rate in Missouri will probably nudge upward in the next few months. 

In summary then, while general revenue was up by over $8 million, a review of the 
components of the general revenue figure do reflect a weakening Missouri economy as evi- 
denced by a decline in corporate income tax and sales tax revenue. The fall off in sales tax 
receipts give evidence of a decline in the inflationary psychology that has fueled consumer 
spending. Quite obviously, the mid-February and March response by the Federal Reserve 
Board in seeking to halt the spending spiral has been successful and for this reason we 
would anticipate continued declines in sales tax receipts and are cautiously watching our 
general revenue figure for May.
